The statement reaffirmed the 
intention of the United States to 
suspend its own nuclear test ex- 
plosions on Oct. 31, “provided 
the Soviet Union does the same,” 
and expressed the hope that the 
Soviet Union was not trying to 
evade its acceptance of the 
United States announcement on 
Aug. 22 regarding a one-year 
suspension. 

The statement said that it was 
“up to the Soviet Union now as 
to whether the tests will be sus- 
pended on Oct. 31. or whether 
they are to continue.” 


Gromyko made two conflicting 
statements on the exact type of 
parity he demanded in nuclear 
test .explosions. In a statement 
he read at the start of the news 
conference he said that the 
Soviet Union had to take into ac- 
count “the interests of its se- 
curity” in determining the date 
when it would stop them. He 
added: 


“The Soviet Union has all 
grounds to discontinue its tests 
only after it conducts the same 
number of such tests as was held 
by the United States and Britain 
taken together as allies after the 
cessation by the Soviet Union of 
its nuclear weapons tests on 
March 31 of this year.” 


FROM THE BEGINNING 


Later, however, he told a cor- 
respondent that the Soviet Union 
would continue its tests until they 
equaled the total number carried 
out by the United States and Brit- 
ain ‘from the beginning’’ of test 
explosions. 


He said also that if France 
started nuclear tests, the Soviet 
total must equal the combined 
total of the three Western “‘al- 
lies.”’ 


According to information made 
available by official sources on 
Sept. 18, the United States has 
conducted a total of 112 tests 
since the first explosion at Alama- 
gordo, New Mex., in 1945. The 
United States is believed to have 
conducted two more sifice then, 
besides several that were not an- 
n 


According to these sources, the 
Soviet total since 1949 is 39, while 
Britain has conducted 19 since 
1952. Regardless of the exact to- 
tals, the, Soviet demand for par- 
ity presumably would allow it to 
continue nuclear test explosions 
for a number of years unless an 
international agreement was 
reached, in Gromyko’s words, to 
stop them permanently and with- 
out eonditions. 


CORRECT ONE 


The Soviet delegation Tuesday 
night authorized the statement 
that Gromyko’s written remark 
was the correct one, and that the 
Soviet Union therefore was mere- 
ly asking parity in nuclear test 
explosions since it announced the 
suspension of test explosions on 
March 31. The new demand is in 
line with a year-old Soviet de- 
mand for parity on the U.N. Dis- 
armament Commission, so that 
the number of Soviet-bloc and 
neutralist members would equal 
the Western members. The So- 
viet Union has boycotted the com- 
mission for a year because this 
demand was not fully met. 


The Soviet Foreign Minister and 
his subordinates laughed ironi- 
cally when a correspondent re- 
marked that the purpose of recent 
U.S, test explosions was to de- 
velop a “clean” bomb. 


When he was asked if the pur- 
pose of the Soviet tests was to 
produce a more destructive weap- 
on than the Hydrogen bomb. 
Gromyko replied that this was 
“very dynamic” and that there 
was no limit to the possible in 
crease in its destructive power.

* To have maximum value such tiscal 

ntrol agencies would have to be inde- 
pendent. In other words, they would be 
ubeless if set up as mere appendages of 

e governor’s office. Far too many 
beards, set up by the General Assembly 
to*do legislative bidding, have wound up 
being owned lock, stock and barrel by 
the executive department. 

Under the present system wherein the 
governor has so much control over spend- 
ing—especially of surplus funds—pres- 
sures of politics and politicians are rough 
on state funds. Under such one-man con- 
trol there’s nobody to whom to pass the 
buck. 

Good fiscal control not only entails 


wise spending of funds on hand but long- — 


range planning to meet long-range goals. 
Typical example of this is the highway 
department where so much emphasis has 
been placed on miles of roads paved with 
little thought about maintenance. Hand- 
to-mouth financing invites perpetual 
crisis. 

At any rate, it is good to see the 
Senate group on the job. There is time to 
explore many fields between now and 
January. 

The committee, which seems sincere in 
trying to find ways of carrying out Gov:- 
Nominate Vandiver’s pledges for stream- 
lining and efficiency, has.a difficult job. 
They need expert advice and it’s good 
they are seeking it. Available to them, 
of course, are facilities of the state uni- 
versity system, professional consultants 
and leaders not connected with partisan 
politics. 

Surely there is enough ability end 
wisdom in the state, if used, to set our 
government course toward the goals we 
all seek. 

The state’s income has grown phe- 
nomenally in the past few years and the 
revenue department has become one cf 
its most powerful agencies. Before there 
are any further hasty tax increases, an 
earnest attempt should be made to make 
the best use of available funds. The tax 
structure must be geared to—as it is lim- 
ited by—economic growth. 


Stakes Are Quite High 
At World Bank Meeting 


‘In New Delhi, India, Atlanta’s Eugene 
Black, whose mother was a daughter of 
Henry Grady, famed editor of The Con- 
stitution in the late 1800s, is presiding 
over a momentous meeting of the World 
Bank. 

-The bank has before it proposals to 
enlarge its funds and those of the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund. A third Eisen- 
hosver proposal, for a special new agency 
to jassist underdeveloped nations on easy 
te , was less warmly received by 
some of the European nations. Belgium 
in-particular was lukewarm. They fear 
cofmpetition and loss of markets. 

‘But there is reason to believe the 
Werld Bank and the International Fund 
will enlarge their lending capacity. Both 
have excellent records. No loans are in 
default. 

Prime Minister Nehru, in welcoming 
the monetary meeting, made an impor- 
tant speech. The struggle today is not, he 
said, between Communists and anti- 
Communists. In spite of the difference 
over method, he said, both worship the 
same “god of the machine.” 

The great divide—and the gap grows 
—is, he said, between the have-not na- 
tions “struggling to stay alive,” and those 
with highly developed industrial econo- 
mies. 

Because of this obvious fact, India’s 
Prime Minister urged the finance minis- 
ters and bankers to understand that. “for 
the good of the world” more help is 
needed for an Asia in an “explosive 
state.” Asia, he said, will continue in this 
explosive condition because “a giant has 
been unleashed ... the giant may stum- 
ble and fall, but he prefers to make his 
own mistakes. .. .”

Fulton County voters will go. to the 
polls on Oct. 23 to decide the fate of 
another school bond issue of $3,325,000. 
Because of tax digest limitations, the fig- 


ure is considerably less than actually is 
needed to permit the county to stay 
ahead of enrollment increases. 


Included in the proposed list of proj- 
ects are three new élementary schools, 
one new high school and additions to 
four high schools and eight elementary 
schools. 


Because of the legal limitations on 
issuance of bonds, the county has to come 
back every year or so with new pro- 
posals. That is the reason for such fre- 
quent school bond issues in the county 
and why there will be others in the fu- 
ture. As old bonds are retired and the 
property tax digest increases with nor- 
mal growth, the county must ask for new 
funds to try to stay abreast. 


Fulton County has a splendid school 
system with a capable board and an out- 
standing superintendent in Paul West. 
School construction costs have been held 
to figures much lower than in most com- 
munities without sacrifice of quality. But 
the county’s population still grows and 
the need for new school buildings grows 
with it. 

We feel confident that the county’s 
voters will approve this bond issue for 
adequate public schools in ‘spite of the 
seeming uncertainty about the future.

To U.S. Supreme Court 


Judge Potter Stewart, of Cincinnati, 
one of the brilliant young judges of the 
Midwest, has been named to the U.S. Su- 
preme Court in a recess appointment to 
fill the vacancy caused by.the resignation 
of Mr. Justice Harold H. Burton. Judge 
Burton, 70, is resigning on doctor’s or- 
ders. Judge Stewart is 43 years old. 


The appointment, the fifth to the 
court by President Eisenhower, is one 
which should meet with almost universal 
commendation. Judge Stewart, whose fa- 
ther is presently a justice of the Ohio 
Supreme Court, has a distinguished back- 
ground. He is a cum laude graduate cf 
the Hotchkiss school of Yale University 
and of the Yale Law School. He then was 
a Fellow at Cambridge for two years. 


After being associated with major law 
firms in New York and Cincinnati, he was 
named to the 6th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals in 1954. He has served four years 
on that bench and attained a reputation 
among lawyers in the court’s jurisdiction 
as a brilliant young jurist. In addition to 
trial and judicial experience, Judge Stew- 
art was a member of the city council of 
Cincinnati and was vice mayor of that 
city in 1952-53. Newspapermen will be 
pleased to know that he was at one time 
a reporter on the Cincinnati Times-Star.

By 11 
o'clock that night, as Stewart 
put it, “he had been sentenced to 
prison for the rest of his life.” 


These swift proceedings took 
place when Henderson, who had 
no lawyer, pleaded guilty and was 
taken quickly before a judge late 
at night. Stewart’s opinon took 
the view that the constitution, in 
such circumstances, entitled him 
to a lawyer. 


“The prompt and vigorous ad- 
ministration of the criminal law 
is to be commended and encour- 


aged,” he wrote.

Stewart has sat on one case 
involving the question of racial 
segregation.

At 43 Judge Stewart will be the 
youngest ma.. to serve on the Su- 
preme Court since Justice William 
Douglas, then 40, was appointed 
in 1939. The youngest men ever 
on the high bench were Justices 
Joseph Stury and William John- 
‘son, who were 32 when they began 
‘their servic>; in the early 19th’ 
century.

| Berle’s Gonna Bring 
New Concept of Fun

An old form of show business known as “Berle- 
esque” is returning to television tonight. 


Milton Berle, an entertainer 
who got into television when 
10-inch picture tubes were still 
stylish and 
who quit when 
he was still 
ahead, is re ;

I say new concept in comedy 
because Berle’s type act is un- 
like that of any other perform- 
er in television. It is something 
that he concocted expressly for 
TV. 


You can’t compare Berle’s 
act to the type performance 
that Bob Hope or Jack Benny 
give. Hope and Benny are 
comics, A comic is, as Berle 
defines it, a standup or a guy 
who stands in front of an audi- 
ence and fires jokes until the 
audience gives up and laughs. 


You can’t compare Berle with 
Jackie Gleason. Gleason is 
what is known as a “funny- 
man.” He gets his laughs main- 
ly from funny hats and outrage- 
ous facial expressions. He gets 
laughs from visual gags. 


Berle, on the other hand, is a 
phenomenon known as a come- 
dian. A comedian in the par- 
lance of showbusiness means 
one who can act a comedy 
scene in a play as an actor 
does. Berle can act. 


But, Berle can also do comic 
lines—the gag stuff—and he can 
play the part of the funnyman. 
He can break up an audience 
with 30 minutes of gag lines and 
he can fracture the same audi- 
ence by throwing a pie at 
somebody's face or by simply 
putting on a silly costume and 
walking across a stage. 


Berle doesn’t say so, but the 
implication is that he will be 
more comedian than funnyman 
or even comic on the new Mil- 
ton Berle show which will be 
colorcast starting at 9 tonight 
on Channel 2. 


THIS IS NOT A COMEBACK 
for Berle. 


No one ever took his title 
away from him. He bowed out 
while his ratings were still fat. 
And he was asked to return to 
TV. He didn’t have to come 
begging for another chance. 


During his two-year vacation, 


Berle made three memorable 
appearances on television. 


He starred as a dramatic 
actor in the play “Material Wit- 
ness,” which orought plaudits 
from the critics and a flock of 
bring-back-Berle letters from 
the viewers. 


He took part In “The Sound 
of Laughter,” a 90-minute study 
of American humor. He appear- 
ed in his studio 6B, this time 
without a live audience, and 
talked seriously of his life as 
a comedian. The demand for 
his return became a deluge. 


Then, during the Emmy 
Awards show, he delivered the 
master stroke. 


For eight full minutes he stood 
before the cameras and, crack- 
ing ad libs beyond his sched- 
uled stint, he practically broke 
up the show. 


SOME OF THE CRITICS who 
had been waiting for an oppor- 
tunity to take a poke at Berle 
unleashed a verbal barrage at 
the comedian. They claimed he 
had tried to hog the Emmy 
Awards show. But NBC-TV in a 
formal announcement said the 
producer of the Emmy show 
had signaled to Berle to con- 
tinue his great performance. 


To many performers in the 
trade Berle is a “gag thief” 
who steals the best lines out of 
a good act. 


To many who don’t like 
Berle’s type of humor, Mr. Tel- 
evision is a brash, noisy, loud- 
mouthed comic.” 


“T've been called brash and 
flippant,” Berle says, “‘but I’ve 
learned to let the humanness, 

the I-don’t-real- 
| ly - mean - it, 
= come through. 
= It's not what

Her blonde curls were disar- 
ranged by the cold night wind, 
but if the shapely girl was 
aware of it, she gave no sign.

NO THOUGHT OF JUMPING 


But pretty Anne Ames had no 
thought of jumping. In fact, if 
she had any particular thought 
at all, she did not know it. Anne 
was walking in her sleep again. 
It was not the first time, and 
far from the last. 


The Denver-born dancer, who 
has been appearing at Club 
Peachtree in Atlanta, has been 
a sleepwalker since she was a 
child. Her first realization of 
her nighttime ventures came at 


a Girl Scout camp in Colorado 
when she was 8. 


“I got out of bed and rode a 
toboggan down the trail at 
camp,” she recalled. I woke 
up tangled in barbed wire, 
scratched and cut. And scared 
half to death.”’ 


ALERTED BY PARENTS 


The Girl Scout troop leader, 
alerted by Anne’s parents, was 
“right behind’’. her, and, when 
Anne’s sobbing ceased, she ex- 
plained that the child had been 
walking in her sleep. 


“Of course, I didn’t wunder- 
stand any of it,”’ Anne admit- 
ted. 


As she grew older, her par- 
ents sought professional help, 
and when she was 13, Anne 
spent several weeks in a sana- 
torium for treatment. 


‘But none of it helped,’ she 
said. 


Once, she woke up before a 
10-cent store doorway. The po- 
lice took her home that night. 
She’s been bruised by falling 
from ladders she’s climbed in 
her sleep; frequently she has 
awaked miles from her apart- 
ment. 


The dancer and her roommate 
take certain precautions, such 


as putting chairs in front of the 
bedroom door or around the 
bed. (“But I just move them 
and keep walking,”’ Anne said 
with a sigh.) Sometimes, when 
she’s living alone in whatever 
city she’s appearing, Anne has 
even tied herself to the bed te 
prevent her night excursions. 


“Tl seldom stay in hotels,” she 
disclosed. “Whenever possible, 
I rent an apartment — on the 
ground floor.” 


TIRED OR NERVOUS 


Realizing that the sleepwalk- 
ing often comes during the 
nights she’s especially tired or 
nervous, Anne then takes seda- 
tives to assure a safe, sound 
sleep. 


Doctors remind the attractive 
blonde that she’s “nervous and 
high strung,”’ which, they be- 
lieve, accounts at least in part 
for her trancelike adventures. 


“When anyone wakes me up 
while I’m walking in my sleep, 
I always wake up crying,”’ she 
disclosed. ‘‘I have rather weird, 
impossible dreams, too. For in- 
stance, the night I fell from the 
patio, I'd been dreaming I was 
caught in the middie of a tor- 
nado. Other times, I've been 
lost in swamps. But I never re- 
member anything thai occurs

She’s Unpredictable, 


Just Like the Weather

Fooled by her own weather 
reports, the nation’s and Geor- 
gia’s most well-known weather 
reporter arrived in Atlanta in a 
heavy wool suit only to be greet- 
ed by 72-degree clear and sun- 
ny weather at noon. 


Miss Monitor, Midville’s Tedi 
Thurman, made her first trip 
here since she left Atlanta and 
her schoolgirl life to head for 
Washington and art school in 
1946. 


“Of course, I've been home 
since then,” she purred throat- 
ily, just as she does to make 
temperatures skyrocket as she 
reads the weather report.

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Army’s Dysentery 


Loses Many Battles 


The dysenteries of battles and 
wars are produced by bacteria 
and not by fright. Tension often 
tightens the bowel and leads to 
constipation rather than diarrhea. 
The invading army usually gets 
into trouble, especially when they 
rely upon local food and drink. 


Dr. Rudolph Marx, writing in 
Surgery, Gynecology, and Ob- 
sterics, brings up a controversial 
point relative to Lee and the 
battle of Gettysburg. The gen- 
eral was said to have had severe 
dysentery and was unable to di- 
rect his army when he was need- 
ed most. The illness reached its 
climax on the eve of the day of 
the final contest. 


Ten per cent of his men, in- 
cluding many key personnel, were 
similarly afflicted. Dr. Marx ap- 
propriately titled the incident, 
“The Fifth Column at the Battle 
of Gettysburg.” 


The failure of many decisive 
battles in history have been traced 
to dysentery. The victims are 
too ill to fight or to care about 
the outcome. This applies to the 
entire organization, from the 
lowly private to the highest rank- 
ing general. Of all the illnesses 
reported among federal troops 
during the Civil War, 25 per cent 
were listed as dysentery. It was 
responsible for 44,558 deaths. 


But the incidence of the disease 
was twice as high among Confed- 
erate troops. Dr. Marx believes 
the Gettysburg campaign was in- 
itiated by the Southern army’s 
need for food and shoes.

The final contract today was 
completely justified by the re 
spective holdings. South won the 
heart opening and concluded that 
if the club king lay in the West 
hand most of his problems would 
be obviated. He, therefore, led 
a low club towards dummy’s 
queen which lost to East’s king 
and a heart was returned. 


Declarer had no choice but to 
set up dummy’s spade suit or 
rely on a possible cross-ruff. He 
then led a spade, cashed the ace, 
king and ruffed a third spade on 
which East discarded a _ club. 
South played a heart but West 
ruffed with the six of diamonds 


an honor. 


There was now no way to man- 
age the hand so as to produce 
the balance of the tricks. The 
spade suit could be set up but 
there would remain no entry in 
dummy and the losing club could 
not be ruffed out without build- 
ing up a trump winner in East’s 
hand. 


The line of play that appeals 
to us as being best would be as 
follows: Play a high spade, then 
ruff a low spade. Play a high 
trump from declarer’s hand, then 
lead a trump to dummy. This 
tests out the trump situation. 
Since they have divided, a second 
low spade can be ruffed with 
South’s remaining high trump, 
and dummy’s last trump provides 
an entry to run the set up 
spades. 


If it turns out that the trumps 
are 41 declarer must hope for 
a 3-3 spade break. Two trumps 
will then be outstanding, but a 
high spade is led and continued 
until the player with the trump 
ruffs in. Whatever he leads 
back is taken; then his trumps 
is extracted with dummy’s last 
trump. On the good spade suit 
sufficient discards are obtained to 
fulfill contract.
